" i t is being said among 
other things that tliis agitation 
for preparation for national de- 
fense comes chiefly from those 
who are interested in supplying 
the government with the muni- 
tions of war and from those who 
are interested in supplying it with 
armament. 


'•'Oentleiiien, do not allow your- 
selves to be misled by statements 
of that sore. 
Anything the gov- 
eiimient does somebody is goi^g 
. to make money out of it; but the 
impulse for this thing does not 
come from those quarters. 
The 
impulse comes from men, disin- 
terested men, who know the act- 
ual circumstances of the country 
and who know that these things 
are immediately necessary. 


"For my part I have long advocated 
and always will advocate that the gov- 
ernnient as far as possible shall manu- 
facture these things for itself, in order 
that it may control the prices at which 
these articles will be sold to the gov- 
ernment. 
If it is necessary to protect 
ourselves 
against 
those who 
would 
make money out of the necessities of 
the nation, there are adequate means 
of defending ourselves and we will use 
these means." 


The president's declaration was de- 
livered irom the rear platform of his 
private car 
¿t Kacine, Wis,, half 
an 
hour before lie reached this city. 


He came here to speak for national 
preparedness at the auditorium at 2:30 
p m. today. 
Tonight he will address 
another meeting in Chicago.

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Protecting the Roads. 


William G. Toiikel, higliAvay superintendent, in conjunction with 
the board of county commissioners, has just issued a timely warning 
regarding heavy hauling with a view of protecting the improved 
roadways upon which the people of Allen county have recently ex- 
pended many thousands of dollars. In a public communication the 
superintendent and the board of icommissioners set forth the state law 
regarding restrictions against heavy hauling on highways when roads 
are thawing through or by reason of excessively wet weather. 
Briefly, these laws prohibit the use of the highways for heavy traffic 
on narrow-tired vehicles during such time as the conditions make the 
highways subject to ruinous damage. 


For the most part these restrictions will be faithfully and cheer- 
fully complied with. There may be others, liOAvever, wlio through 
thoughtlessness or sheer viciousness, will be tempted to disregard the 
law and thus badly damage fine highways which have been construct- 
ed at high cost to the county and to the property|Owners along thcjss 
highAvays. The appeal is made to all who use the highways to con- 
siderably obey the law and abide by the restrictions. 


This is the season of the year when the advantage of imppved 
highways is most clearly apx>arent. The unimproved road is noAv al- 
most impassable. Traffic over it is practically out of the question. 
Weather conditions may keep it in that condition for some weeks, 
while on the new improved roadways travel is not only possible, but 
easy and comfortable. With many miles of fine roadway open to public 
traffic, it is important that they be kept in good condition, and that 
they be not damaged by traffic which has no business on them while 
they are in no position lo carry it. It will be the part of good citizen- 
ship to aid the road officials in their effort to protect the roads against 
too heavy traffic, whether it be by automobile, by truck or by other 
vehicle. 


Speaking in Fort Wayne, a representative of the National Whole- 
sale Liquor Dealers' association is quoted as having» declared that it 
.;is the duty of saloon men to ''elevate" their business, and to drive 


r: out law violators instead of leaving this work for the religious or- 
i ganizations to do. This sort of thing is very admirable in theory, but 
experience has invariably shown that it never works in practice. 
It 
must be admitted that the liquor business has been given ample op- 
portunity to purge itself of grounds for legal complaint against it, 
but it always develops that reformation of consequence is never vol- 
untary and that it never comes until forced by the temperance ele- 
ment which undertakes a disagreeable task because it has despaired 
of waiting for the correction of conditions which have become' intoler- 
able. Eeformation from the inside of the liquor business has come to 
be regarded as utterly hopeless. That is why something in that di; 
,,^rection is now being attempted from the outside—a'^lan that occa- 
l^sionally gets results. 


Evidence recently presented to the state board of health indi- 
cates that the adulteration of meats, particularly the use of sodium 
sulphide and similar preservatives in sausage, has again become pre- 
- valent and it is expected that wholesale prosecutions will speedil* 
%ollow. For nearly ten y^ars Indiana has been practically free fr9m 
complaints that the meat supply was being "dotctored" in order to 
destroy the odor of taint and to give the bad product a bright, fresh 
4ook in order to fool the customers and save the dealer loss. No 
Reputable dealer will countenance a violation of the state healtl^ laws, 
Fftnd there should be no delay in proper action against the other sort.

The committee of lawyers, represent- 
ing the republican, democratic and pro- 
gressive 
parties, 
which 
undertook 
an 
analysis of the new primary law, has 
completed the task to its own satisfac- 
tion, and now makes its report. 
The 
opinions thus 
arrived at can 
hardly 
have a judicial standing. 
That 
some 
sort of interpretation was necessary, in 
"order that the thnee princioaJ. iWJtiei 
might work together- as harmoniously 
as possible, was obvious. 
The commit- 
tee, after considerable study; hag now 
reached an agi-eement as to how the 
machinery of the statute operates, es- 
iiecially Avith reference to . second-choice 
ballottiiig. 


The primary law is in many respects 
far from clear. It was not passed until 
strong pressure had been brought 
on 
those whose hostile influence in the leg- 
islature was most persistent. 
The law 
was designed to correct serious evils, 
and to afford the people an opportunity 
to cast a preferential vote for president 
and vice president. 
This feature is th-i 
one of national interest. 
Indiana is the 
first of twenty-three states to hold such 
presidential preference primary. 


At this primary, on March 7, the peo- 
ple will liave an opportunity to express 
their presidential 
choice 
between 
Mr. 
Fairbanks, 
presented 
by 
the 
republi- 
cans. and Mr. Wilson, by the democrats. 
The name of Mr. Marshall is on the 
ticket for the vice presidential nomin- 
ation. 
The primary would have .much 
more significance were there contests 0« 
either side. 
It appears that 
delegates 
to the democratic and republican 
na- 
tional conventions will be instructed to 
vote for these candidates. 
Furthermore, 
the wording: of the law indicates that 
the delegates must continue so to vote 
until their candidates are .nominated o.' 
defeated or withdraw from the race. 
It 
is for this reason that national political 
interest Avill be focused on this 
state 
early in March.

Paris, Jan. 31.—Several bombs were 
dropped by the Zeppelin 
which 
flew 
over the outskirts of Paris last night 
but thej' produced no such deadly ef 
feet as on the occasirn of the raid of 
Saturday 
night. 
The 
official 
press 
bureau gave out the following state- 
ment this morning: 


"A German dirigible set out in the 
direfction of Paris where it arrived soon 
after 10 p. m. 
It was bombarded by 
our special batteries and attacked by 
our 
aeroplanes. 
Before 
returning 
northward it 
dropped a 
number 
of 
bombs which, accortling to the news re- 
ceived so far, did no damage." 


Representatives of the Matin, who 
visited the scene of the raid, said that 
no damage was done by the bombs. 
Three of them fell on? a piece of waste 
groimd and three others in a field. A 
police inspector saw the three which 
fell in the 
fiel^. 
They did not sink 
deep in the soil. 
They were covered 
with 
a 
cotton-like 
substance 
which 
burst into flames. The inspector char- 
acterized them as incendiary bombs. 


Little was seen of the Zeppelin, on 
account of tb« weather conditions. The 
Matin says that it has received 
in- 
formation from the postmaster of one 
of. the places over which the Zeppelin 
passed that a number of bombs were 
dropped 
together. 
The 
inference 
is 
drawn that the Germans seeing them- 
selves threatened by French aeroplanes 
decided to loose all 
their bombs 
at 
once. 


The censors permitted foreign cor- 
respondents to telegraph whatever de- 
tails they could obtain but the Paris 
morning 
papers 
have 
many 
blank 
spaces. 


Engage German Raider. 


Five French aeroplanes engaged the 
Zeppelin which 
last 
Saturday night 
dropped bombs 
on 
Paris, 
killing and 
wounding two score of persons, accord- 
ing to an authoritative statement just is- 
sued. 
The' first to attack the German 


raider -was a machine piloted by a ser- 
geant who has been occupied in patrol- 
ing the upper air. 
He 
pursued witn 
savage energy, the sta^ment a^ya, but 
soon exhau.'jted all his stock of cart- 
ridges "^nd was obliged to abandon the 
pursuit. 
One of two machines which 
were armed •fiith cannon had, hoAvever, 
by this time managed to climb up high 
enough and opened an intense fire on 
the Zeppelin, M*hich probably Avas hit, 
but not badly damaged. 
The Zeppelin 
was next picked up by a sub-lieutenant, 
hs it flow over the suburbs west-svard. 
He went up to within 50 to 100 yards 
of the airship and stuck to his quary 
with 
grim 
determination, 
sometimes 
flying 
above, 
sometimes 
below 
and 
sometimes on a level in order to escape 
the fire from 
the 
Zeppelin's machine 
guns." For fifty-three minutes the chase 
continued, 
the 
machine 
guns 
being 
freely used on both sides, until finally 
the aeroplane engine broke doAvn and 
the sub-lieutenant was obliged to de- 
scend. 


Press Demands Reprisals. 


The press is unanimous in demanding 
reprisals for the two Zeppelin raids ou 
Paris and also calls 
for 
greater effi- 
ciency in the aerial defense of the city. 


"It is not enough to be indignant at 
such tactics, which dishonor war it- 
self," says the Matin. 
"Public senti- 
ment expects something else. 
It de- 
sires reprisals—immediate 
and exem- 
plary reprisals. 
Stephen Pichón, for- 
mer foi'eign minister, says in the Petit 
Journal: 
"The people of Paris will 
preserve their calm, but will not spare 
any person who may/have been guilty 
tlirough negligence, incapacity or lack 
of foresight, 
of 
not 
employing that 
mastery of the 
air 
over the enemy 
which the peoole had been lead to be- 
lieve France possesses."- 


Alfred Capus, the dramatist, says in 
the Figaro: 
"Paris is entitled to u 
striking revenge in the near future. One 
cannot doubt our air service is able to 
exact it." 


RESCUE IS 60IIIG 


Troops Hold Flood Looters 
in Check in San Diego 
County. 


San Diego, Cal., Jan. 31.—With com- 
mittees 
organized 
to 
casry 
" reUef 
work on in every gapt of Bail Diego 
county, devastated by the floods of the 
last week and clearing weather to as- 
sist them, the task of alleviating dis- 
tress and restoring conditions to some- 
thing like normal is being pushed to- 
day with energy. 
A great amount of 
clothing And supplies for several days 
have been gathered by the chamber of 
commerce, which is leading the relief 
movement and these will be distributed 
immediately 
among 
flood 
sufferers. 
Telegraph communication has been re- 
stored to many distant points and as 
the roads are now passable it is be- 
lieved a majority of the refugees can 
be given aid at once. 


The known death list early stood at 
34. 
The receding of flood waters in 
tl'i> Otay, Tia Juana, San Diego, San 
Luis Hey, and San Pasqual valleys is 
expectrd to expedite rescue work to- 
day. 
The force of service men which 
has been working for two days under 
the personal direction of Rear Admiral 
Fullam, of the Pacific reserve fleet, was 
recalled last night and a new detach- 
ment will be sent out today. 
Tlie men 
of the United States army and naA\v 
have supplied guards against looting, 
which Admiral Fullam denounced as the 
worst he had ever seen and have sent 
out parties to rescue the living and re- 
cover the dead. 
It is believed 3,000 
persons are 
homeless in 
San 
Diego 
county.

Many Cities Spending But 
22 Cents Per Person for 
Health. 


New 
York, Jan. 
31.—That 
public 
health work in this country is still in 
its infancy is the conclusion drawn from 
a study just made public of municipal 
health department activities in etch of 
the 227 cities of the United States hav- 
ing a population of 25.000 or more. 


Franz Schneider, jr., sanitarian for 
the department of surveys and exhibits, 
Russell Sage foundation, conducted the 
investigation. 


The investigation 
covered the cities 
having a population of 25,000 or over in 
1910. 


It was found in these cities^ that the 
average 
expenditure 
per 
capita 
for 
health service was 22 cents. 
The larg- 
->t figure was that of Seattle—98 cents, 
and the smallest that of Clinton, la., 
where only three-fourths pf one cent was 
spent per capita. 


Others of the larger 
expenditures 
were: 
Memphis, Tenn., 93c; Pittsburg 
Pa., 61c; Augusta, Ga., 61c; and Ne^v 
York city, 58c; among the smaller were 
Easton,--Pa., 2c; Aurora, 111., and South 
Bend, Ind., 3c; Woonsocket, K. I., 4c, 
and Lewiston, Me., 6c. 


The provision for medical inspection 
of school children was found to be most 
complete in the New England and Mid- 
dle Atlantic states, with the Pacific 
and south central states following. 


Perhaps the most surprising finding 
is that the southern and Pacific cities 
have better developed municipal health 
departments than the northern cities 
fi-om the Rockies to the Atlantic.

central northern cities stand at t^he foot 
of the list.

living and caring for his own; therefore 
be it 


"Resolved, By this convention of dele- 
gates representing labor imions of Fort

store 
movement is hereby indorsed and that 
we urge the necessity 
of 
patronizing 
this institution, the work of unionism, 
itself, to the same or gi-eater extent, if 
possible, than we have patronized other 
union institutions; be it further 


"Resolved, That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be made part of the records of 
this meeting, a copy furnished the press 
and a copy read at every union meeting 
in this city during the next thirty days.'"

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to haul over any turnpike, macadam, 
or gravel road, at any time when road 
is thrawing through or by reason of 
wet weather is in condition to be out

load on any vehicle with tires of less 
than three inches in width, the com- 
bined weight of which load and vehi- 
cle, including the driver, shall be more 
than twenty-five hundred pounds.

SERB ARMY CHIEF LED TRAGIC RETREAT. 
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Protecting the Roads. 


William U. Tonkcl, highway suporiMti'ndont, in conjunction, with 


tlic lioanl of county commissioners, has just, issued a timely warning 
regarding hoavy buulirLg u-ith a view of protecting 1he improved 
roadways upon which the people, of Allen county have recently ex- 
pended many thousands of dollars. In a public epmuiuuicatioa the 
superintendent and the board of commissioners set forth the state law 
regarding restrictions against heavy hauling on highways when roads 
are thawing through or by reason of excessively wet weather. 
Briefly, these laws prohibit the use of the highways for heavy tral'iic 
oil-narrow-tired vehicles during such time as Die conditions make the 
highways subject to ruinous damage. 


For the most part these restrictions will be faithfully and cheer 


fully complied with. There may be others, however, who througl 
thoughtlessness or sheer viciousness, will be tempted to disregard the 
law and thus badly damage fine highways which have been construct 
ed at high cost to the county and to the property-owners along the^e 
highways. The appeal is made to all who use the highways to con- 
siderably obey the law and abide by the restrictions. 


This is the season of the year when the advantage of improved 


highways is most clearly apparent. The unimproved road is now al- 
most impassable. Traffic over it is practically out of the question. 
.Weather conditions may keep it in that condition for some weeks, 
while on the new improved roadways travel is not only possible, but 
easy and comfortable. "With many miles of fine roadway open to public 
traffic, it is important that they be kept in good condition, and that 
they be not damaged by traffic which has no business on them while 
they are in no position to carry it. It will be the part of good citizen- 
ship to aid the road officials in their effort to protect the roads against 
too heavy traffic, whether it be by automobile, by truck or by other 
vehicle.

sank in front of it deep down into tha, 
earth, several years ago at a cont of 
more than .a million dollars. It is no*, 
threatening the Mammoth vein-in th< 
Panther Creek valley, the largest and 
richest vein nf anthracite i n the world. 
The wall which was sunk, Into th« 
ground to a depth of 100 feet was fif- 
teen feet thick o! solid concrete andt 
experts believed that tho subterranean 
fire would never eat through it but 
that it would prevent it from spread- 
ing any farther and eventually extin- 
guish it. The fact that the. flames hava 
eaten through this huge, barrier has 
caused grave fears among the Lebigh 
Coal nnd Navigation official!, who are 
now putting forth every possible effort 
to prevent the fire, from getting into 
the vast beds of anthracite in the vi- 
cinity. 


A large force of men are at work 


drilling holes deep into the earth and 
into these op^ungs water nnd slush is 
being pourec^Tirectly on the subter- 
ranean fire in the hope of preventing a 
rapid spread, if impossible to extin- 
guish it.

. N e w York, Jan. 
31.—That' public 


health work in this country !s still in 
its infancy is the conclusion drawn from 
a study just made public of municipal 
health department activities in e&ch o£ 
the 227 cities of the United States hav- 
ing a population of 25jOOO or more. 
' Franz Schneider, jr., sanitarian for 
the .department of surveys and exhibits, 
Russell Sage foundation, conducted the 
investigation. 


JThg investigation 
covered the cities 


having a population of 25,000 or over in 
1B10. 


It was found in these cities that the 


average 
expenditure 
per 
capita 
for 


health service was 22 cents. The larg- 
»t ligurc was that of Seattle—OS cenia, 
and the smallest that of Clinton, la., 
where only three-fourths of one cent was 
spent per capita. 


Others of the larger 
expenditures 


were: 
Memphis, Tenn., 93c; Pittsburg 


Pa., 61c; Augusta, Ga., Glc; and New 
York city, 58c; among the smaller were 
Easton, Pa,, 2c; Aurora, 111., and South 
Bend, Ind., 3c; Woonsocket, E. L, 4c, 
and Lewiston. Me., 6c. 


The provision for medical inspection 


of school children was found to be most 
complete in the New England and Mid- 
dle Atlantic states, with, the Pacific 
and south central states following.

Novelty a Strong Feature—Intricacy of cut and elaborate 


effects produced by the manipulation of fabrics and 
trimmings is the rule.

Wautiine—'Thr normal waistline is the rule, though it may 


be slightly higher or lower, according to the style of the 
garment. The higher line is more suitable for youthful 
figures. 


Width of Skirt—The full skirt is becoming even wider. In 


suits the width is from 2V-» to 4 yards, in dresses of con- 
servative type from 2-\t to 3V*» yards, in more elaborate 
dresses from 3'/s to 6 yards, and the ultra-fashionable 
dresses are even wider. 


Styles in Skirts—"Suits have the circular, semi-circular and 


"f.he, gored or the slightly draped skirts. Dresses have 
the foregoing, together with the flounced or raffled 
skirt, and the skirt with either soft or bouffant draper- 
ies. 'Tunics are still employed, and use is made of plain 
panels combined with fancy sections with a greater or 
less degree of distension. 


Sleeve Lengths—The sleeves of suits, dresses or wraps arc 


mostly full-length with three-quarter length sleeves 
having a bell flare as a more fancy type. Fullness is in- 
troduced in leg-o'-mutton effect or in baggy puffs at the 
shoulder, at the elbow or just above the wrist. Sleeve 
caps and puffs are appearing. 


Cape Effects—Capes, real or simulated, appear in a variety 


of forms on bodkes, blouses, suit coats and separate 
coats. They may extend all around or may appear only 
at the back, and inay be srtngle, double or triple. 


Peplums—Many of the smartest garments have the ripple 


peplum, which may extend a few inches below the waist 
or to well ove the hips. In some instances, the peplum 
is only in the back or over the hips. 


Dress Bodices—To the greater curve in the outline and the 


narrow shouldcrlines above mentioned exception is 
made in the Russian styles and in a few "period" 
dresses which call for more softness in the fronts. The 
smartest bodices have many seams in the back. A few 
open in the center or side back. 


Separate Waists—Bright colors and sheer fabrics, together 


with the combination of materials and of colors, are im- 
portant notes. Frills are in strong favor. There are 
many sport waists in novel styles and also separate 
waists in Russian blouse effect. 


Suit Coats—Dressy and demi-tailored effects predominate in 


suits, the strictly tailored styles being found chiefly in 
suits for sport wear. Jackets are both loose and fitted. 


Separate Coats—The semi-fitted and the loose styles are in 


vogue for separate coats. Beits are used on many of 
the best sellers. ~ 


Separate Skirts — Indications are favorable to the use of sep- 


arate skirts. The novelty skirt* have all the style fe&- 
tures seen in the dresses. The plain skirt is a staple 
article. 


Children's Coati — Many models are made with fullness in 


ripple form hung from the shoulder, the yoke or the 
waistline. All waistlines arc good. 


Children's Dresses— Simple tailored styles are favored in 


the dresses of colored cotton, including modifications of 
the middy, Norfolk and bolero effects, as "well a> Rus- 
sian and peasant styles. 


Petticoats — Styles are of a very fancy character. The ex- 


treme widths arc from Wfc to 5 yards, the practical 
types from 21/-. to 3>£ yards. Shot .effects, bright plain 
colors or dark shades combined with vivid tones prevail 
in the order named. 


Lingerie — Increasing demand for all types, but in finer 


qualities. Flesh-color is widely accepted. Greater full- 
ness in ruffles and flounces 


Brassieres— The semi-fitted dress bodices favor use of bras- 


sieres and the extensive employment of sheer fabrici for 
dresses and waists will push high grade brassieres to» 
the front.
